That Dr. Withart confines 
the Power of the Magiftrate to the pales only of 
Crimes that difturb Society, or are Matter gt Wrong 
and wicked Lewdnefs; whereas the Confefhion of 
Faith extends the Magiftrates Power to the punithing 
of Blafphemy, Herefies, Breach of Sabbath, and 
other Sins againft the firft Table of the Law ; this 
was founded on a Paflage in the Do€tor's Sermon be- 
fore the Society for Reformation of Manners, wherein 
{peaking by Way of Advice, he tells them, That 
tho’ there are other Methods ro be ufed for reclaiming 
our Neighbours, as Inftruction, Perfnafion, and the 
Influence of a good Example, yet the Method of 
punifhing Offenders is to be confined to fuch Crimes 
of the Vicious, as are hurtful to others about them, 
or difturb the Peace of Human Society s*This was 
alledged to contradi& the Confefhion of Faith, Chap. 
23. §. 3..and Chap. 20. §.4. In fupport of this Ar- 
ticle it was urged, That if the Dottaor’s Words had 
any Meaning, they could only be taken as gees 
the Method of punitthing Offenders to the Sins again 
the fecond Table of the Law; he feem'd to refufe 
the Magiftrate fhould do any Thing at afl for the 
Glory of God, which, as 1t was the chief End of our 
Aétions, fo, in all efpecial Manner, the Defign of 
the Magiftrate in punifhing Offenders; Aéts of Par- 
liament, the Practice of our Princes, the Language 
of the Reformers, all join to prove this: Our Par- 
liaments have made fevere Laws againft Blafphemy ; 
the glorious King William, on an Addrefs of the 
Houie of Commons,had orderéd theLaws to be ftriétly 
put in Execution againft the Authors of heretical 
Pamphlets; and the great Melanéthon, and orher 
Reformers, had afcribed a Power to the Magilirate ro 
punifh Crimes againft the firft Table, as well as 
againft the fecond Table of the Law; and the fame 
was the View of our Confeffion, as was evident from 
the Writings of thofe that had affifted in compiling it: 
The Doétor’s Words were inconfiftent with the 
Opinions of thofe great Men, and he feemed to join 
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DiftinGions, and confider his Ends in punifhing ; the 
Glory of God, and theGood of Society are infeparabie, 
and it is in vain to offer DiftinGions to put them 
afunder ; but it chis Principle were pufh'd according 
to what it might be, it would iffue ia the Dodtrine ot 
Nonrefiftance and paflive Obedience ; was the Ma- 
giftrate a Pagan or am Idalarcr, by that Principle he 
hoved to punifit all that would not comply with his 
pre ange on : And furcther,in i rft aoe 
of Chriftianity, the Apologifts plead nothing in their 
Defence, Bar that they don’t difturb thie Peace of 
the Empire, and this they urge, as giving them a 
— to the fame Proreétion of other good Subjects ; 
at the Reformation the fame was pleaded ; and the 
King of France gives it as his Reafons for the Tole- 
ration he granted to the Proteftants ; in Scotland we 
followed the fame Principles, Mr. Knox’s Hiftory 
might be looked into, and the Thing would appear 
in a glaring Light, and even the Church of Scotland 
had not’t ve proper to determine in the Affair, 
for Anno 1647, when the contrary of the Propofitions 
charged on the_ came under their Notice, 
dhey would not approve them, but referred them to 
further Confideration, as may be feen from the Pro- 
ceedings of that Affembly 3 and it was unjuft to urge 
from the Jewifh Taw that Paflage againft Bla‘phe- 
mers, for it was to be confidered, thar the Almighty

After long Rea- 
foning on the Affair, the. Doétor was pleafed to de- 
clare his Adherence to the Confttlion of Faith ; and 
having read the Paflages which he was faid to con- 
tradict, and affented to them, the Aflembly unani- 
mouily found the firft Article not proven.
